Disreputable 

It hath beon asserted that ovon 
Satan can quote Scripture to suit his 
vile purposes. When lectured by his 
pastor for overindulgence, the occa- 
Bionel drunkard sought justification in 
the passage, — "Drink, gut drunken 
and spew ;" deftly omitting the threat- 
ened judgment which immediately 
follows. Those incidents avo sugges- 
ted by the conduct of our local contem- 
porary in yesterday's effort to place 
this journal in a false position before 
the public in connection with tho llo- 
laxation of tho Terms of Union nego- 
tiations. On tho 10th of March last 
Ave had a short article referring to the 
advent and mission of Mr. Edgar in 
this Province. Our local contempo- 
rary quotes, or professes to quote, from 
this article, and we invito tho reader 
to examine and compare the follow- 
ing in order to see how faithfully and 
honorably tho quotation has been 
made : 

THE ORGAN'S VERSION. 

"But he will also

THE TRUE TEXT. 

"But lie will also 
understand that they 
will never quietly sub- 
mit to an alteration 
or relaxation of tho 
Terms of Union by 
a corrupt Local Min- 
istry and a subsidiz- 
ed majority without 
an appeal in a con- 
stitutional manner 
to them." 

It will be observed that tho portion 
of the sentence tho organ has thought 
fit to give has been altered, and that 
one-half of the sentence (a part essen- 
tia] to a proper understanding of the 
rest) has been intentionally and mali- 
ciously omitted — in other words the 
sentenco has been cut through the 
middle where there was not ovon a 
comma to wink at tho literary fraud. 
It would, indeed, bo difficult to con- 
ceive of anything more repulsive to 
honorable journalism or fair contro- 
versy than this act of which our eon- 
temporary has been guilty, although 
this is by no moanstbo first time it has 
been pilloried for similar conduct; and 
the question naturally arises, how far 
one is justified in carrying on any 
controversy with a journal which so 
habitually aud flagitiously disregards 
every rulo of professional etiquette 
and tramples upon every principle of 
honour. In so far as the main ques- 
tion is concerned, it seems scarcely 
necessary that wo should occupy either 
space or attention with any lengthen- 
ed observations. On the ove of deve- 
lopments which will prove be- 
yond the possibility of quib- 
ble that recent and official declara- 
tions and denials are, not to put too 
fine a point on it, unmitigated fiilwe- 
hood. We prefer not to pursue the con- 
troversy as to whether Mr. Edgar is 
duly accredited or whether or not Mr 
Mackenzie has submitted any piopo- 
sals for relaxing the Railway covenant. 
The declaration that no such proposal 
had been made either directly or in- 
directly has already been proved to be 
false.

Upon enquiry, on Saturday, wo Vero 
informed by mombers of tho deputation 
who waited upon Mr. Edgar and Mr. 
Walkem on that day, that in so far as tho 
information communicated by tho latter 
gentleman was concerned, ho had request- 
ed that it might be considered confiden- 
tial, and not to bo given to tho newspa- 
pers. Having kept faith in tho matter 
ourselves, wo confess that wo were a li'.- 
tlo surprised to find the organ publish- 
ing its version (as wo arc led to believe, 
a very incorrect version) of tho informa- 
tion thus confidentially communicated; 
and, upon enquiry, thore seems no doubt 
that tho information was suppliod to tho 
organ by Mr. Walkem himself! Tho fol-

Eastern States. 

Boston, May 16— A dispatch from 
the see tie of the disaster to-day gives 
tho following particulars;-- At Skiuner- 
ville, Hay den, Gere & Co.'s store, and 
tho Haydensville Savings Bank, Hay- 
don k Cos tobacco factory and two 
iron bridges were also swept away. At 
Leeds a terrible loss of lifo took place. 
At first no water appeared, but a seeth- 
ing wall of drift wood 30 foot high and 
several hundred feet wide appeared 
sweeping down the valley at tho i-nto 
of 2U miles un hour. A largo number 
of women and children were engulfed 
by the torrent. Only two houses worn 
left standing at Sk«:iersville.

Important Constitutional 
Principle- 

Tho notion that under the form of 
administration commonly known ns 
Responsible Government, a Ministry 
would bo justified in holding office by 
mero count of noses in Parliament has 
recently been exposed in England. It 
will bo remembered thatl in January 
last, with a compact majority of sixty- 
five at his back, Mr. Gladstone dis- 
solved tho House and appealed to the 
country; and the sequel proves that 
ho was right in doing so — that a ma- 
jority in Parliament was not synony- 
mous with the possession of tho' confi- 
dence of tho country. Here is what 
Mr. Gladstone said about it in his 
place in the House of Commons, on 
tho 19th ultimo; 

"I endeavour to state broadly and 
strongly the proposition which I think 
my lion, friend has proceeded upon, 
and which I take to be fundamentally 
wrong- -viz., that the simple possession 
of a parliamentary majority entitles 
tho government to continue in ofHco, 
irrespective of all other circumstances, 
until the day has come when parlia- 
ment must expire. * * * * It is 
the duty, as I hold, of an administra- 
tion in this country never to continue 
to carry on tho business of tlio country 
unless it is convinced that itis possess- 
ed of tho strength n icessary for carry- 
ing it on with dignity and credit. 
Tnat is a duty never in nbeyanoo, but 
ordinarily, when a government finds 
it is not possessod of that ad

Commenting upon the subject in 
its loading columns, the London

It has been observed moro than 
ouco in the course or the last two 
years, and by soveral political jour- 
nals, that there was at least one func- 
tion of tho Royal prerogative survi- 
ving which, under certain circumstan- 
ces, might be found extremely valuable. 
That the majority of tho House of 
Commons was gradually ceasing to re. 
fleet the public opinions of the country 
was apparent to many persons before 
it was suspectod by Mr. Gladstone. 
And tho question was then asked what 
| eould bo done in the caso of a Minister 
who chose to retain power by means 
of an unpopular majority unless tho 
Crown exercised its rights of dissol- 
ving Parliament against the advice of 
its Ministeis. We now seo that the 
situation iu question is not entirely 
imaginary ; that it is possiblo for a 
majority even of sixty-five not to re- 
present the country; and that an un- 
scrupulous Minister in Mr. GHanstono's 
place might really have maintained 
himself in power against the wishes of 
tho people, unless her Majesty had 
chosen t< Vxorciso functions undoubted- 
ly b'el ouging to her, but which, for a 
variety of reasons, havo been allowed 
to fall into desuetude. This is ono of 
the morals of tho Gladstone adminis- 
tration which ought not, we think, to 
pass without notice. Wo havo it on 
Mr. Gladstone's own admission that 
ho found himself at the head of a ma- 
jority of sixty-live, which, whatever 
olso it would not havo done, would 
certainly havo kept him in power, and 
which nevertheless had ceased to re- 
present the public opinion of the na- 
tion. This is one of the unsuspected 
dangers of our present system. In 
former times, not so very long gone 
by, tho people would at once havo in- 
voked the Sovereign to relievo them 
from this incubus. Petitions would 
havo poured in. Tlio citizens of Lon- 
don and the freeholders of Yorkshire 
would have addressed the Crown. And 
the Crown, either willingly or unwill- 
ingly, would have been obliged to dis- 
miss tho Ministers. But that mode of 
proceeding has entirely gone out r»' 
fashion. It is scarcely to* much to 
say that we were thoroughly a* Mr. 
Gladstone's mercy. And bis frank 
recognition of duty which the 
spirit of thoCVv^itulion imposed upon 
him, as expl^'ned in his speech last 
Thu'rsdnv, will meet with general ap- 
prob»" on « As soon as ho began to 
aspect that ho was really in tho posi- 
aon described, instead of abusing the 
discretion which usage had placed in 
his hands, and retaining an office to 
which ho was no longer entitled, he 
advised her Majesty to do what it has 
ceased to bo customary for tho Crown 
to do of its own accord — dissolve Par- 
liament and appeal to the people."

They 
aro far too closely woddod to their 
portfolios for that. But tho Crown 
may atop in and exert its constitutional 
prerogative and compel them to ''make 
a virtue of necessity."

A tra- 
veller quite accidentally discovered tra- 
ces of silver in its heart and an explor- 
ing party has just reported its hn- 
monce, wealth in silver ore . Tho news 
of tho fabulous riches itis possessed of 
spread quickly, and brought people 
from all parts of the west coast to tho 
placo of discove.iv.

Tho place is soon to bo opened 
up by railways, and what seemed to be 
a bleak deseru laud promises to be ono 
of the most productive mines in the 
world. Tho discoverers havo justlv 
styled it " the silver desert." 

A Cu»iosm\— Mr. Aaher P. Colo 
has shown us a trout with two heads, 
two sets of gills, four eyes, two mouths 
but ono body. Tho heads unite just 
back of the gills. Each head runs 
independently of the other. If meat 
bo placed in front of tho creature, both 
heads go for it. Both mouths take 
food at tho same time. All the gills 
aro in working order. Such a freak of 
nature is entirely unprecedented, and 
Barnum should hear of it. The trout 
seems as lively and healthy na its 
brethren,— Wellsyille Reporter. 

The Bev. Win. Knight, of Dundee, 
Scotland, who has heea considerably 
talked about since the Presbytery of the 
Free Ob arch ,to which he belonged, pro- 
ceeded against him for heresy, has ap- 
plied, with his congregation, to be ad- 
mitted into the Established Church. Mr. 
K.'s letter of application was to tho fol- 
fowiiig effect:-— "I respectfully request 
to be admitted as a minister of thcChtirch 
ofSoothind. I bUp.11 gladly give to tho 
Presbytery of Dundee all information on 
tho points which they may juged it ne- 
cessary to enquire, and hope to do so to 
the satisfaction of the Court." The ap- 
plication, with tho acoompanying docu- 
ments, was referred to tho General As- 
sembly. 

A i'oor debtor named Henry Davis 
Dighton, of Stratford-upon-Avon. Eng- 
land, was lately killed by tho Sheriff's 
officers. They arrested and carried him 
fifteen miles in aa open trap while wear- 
ing only a slight nttirs. On arriving at 
Warwick gaol ho had to be supportod by 
the officers. Ho complained of cold, talk- 
ed incoherently, and in reply to ques- 
tions of tho Governor, said: "1 am no 
snob, if that's what you moan." Ho died 
two days afterward in the gaol infirmary. 
As Mr. Dighton was oaco wealthy, those 
sheriffs officers aro likoly to bo punished 
for oruelty. 

When Mr. Robert Lowe took tho office 
of Home Secretary in Mr. Gladstone's 
Cabinet, ho was determined not to allow 
any sentimentality to interfere with the 
punishment of murderers. Ho therefore 
proposed the following form: "Gentle- 
men— Having carefully considered tho 
points raised in your memorial on behalf 

of , now lying under sentence of 

death at gaol, I regret to inform 

you that I see no reason to interfere with 
the ordinary course of law." Tu nil cases 
he made use of thi« form of reply. 

The Shah of Persia has conferred the 
Grand Cordon of the Order of tho Lion 
and the Sun on the Russian General 
Kaufmann, who liberated from Khiva 
several thousand Persians that were held 
as slaves by the Kahu. He has also de- 
corated tho General's stall oflicers, and 
intends to distribute a commemorative 
modal among the rank and ll!o of the ex- 
peditionary army.
